Recording Tree Growth. 


Botanists of the Carnegie Institu- 


tion keep an Interesting record of the 
growth of tree trunks, with their dally 
and seasonal changes of shape, bf 
means of a new apparatus called the 
"dendrograph." 
It has two forms, 


each using as a supporting belt a 
series of wooden blocks hinged to- 
gether and fastened around the tree. 
In one form of the instrument, plung- 
ers, supporting an encircling wire at 
their outer ends, touch the trunk al 
selected points, and any movement 
of a plunger is transmitted by the 
wire to a recording pen on a revolv- 
ing cylinder.

I hope that the Congress will find it 
possible to undertake an early recon- 
sideration of Federal taxes in order 
to make our system of taxation more 
simple and easy of administration 
and the taxes themselves as little 
burdensome as they can be made and 
yet sufficient to support the Govern- 
ment and meet all its obligations. 
The figures to which those obliga- 
tions have arisen are very great in- 
deed, but they are not so great as to 
make it difficult for the nation to 
jxicct them, and meet them perhaps 
in 
a single generation, by taxes 


which will neither crush nor discour- 
age. 
These are not so great as they 


seem, not so great as the immense 
sums we have had to borrow, added 
to the immense sums we have had to 
raise by taxation, would seem to in- 
dicate: for a very large proportion 
of those sums were raised in order 
that they might be loaned to the gov- 
ernments with which we were asso- 
ciated in the war. and those loans 
will, of course, constitute assets, not 
liabilities, and will not have to be 
taken care of by our taxpayers. 


The main thing we shall have to 


care for is that our taxation shall 
rest as lightly as possible on the 
productive resources of the country. 
that its rates shall be stable, and 
that it shaii be consir,nt in its reve- 
nue vieUlinsc power. We have found 
the main sources from which it must 
be drawn, f take it for granted that 
it? mainstays will henceforth be the 
income tax. the excess profits tax. 
and the estate tax. All these can so 
be adjusted to y-ield constant and 
adequate returns, and yet not consti- 
tute a too grievous b-nrden on the 
taxpayers. 


A revision of the income tax has 


already been provided for by the act 
of 1018. but I thfnk you will find that 
further changes can be made to ad- 
vantage both in the rates of the tax 
and in the method of co-ilection. The 
excess profits tax need not long be 
maintained at the rates which were 
necessary v.-bffc the enormous ex- 
penses of the war bad to be borne: 
but :t should be made the basis or a 
permanent system which will reach 
tinrudc profits without discouraging 
the enterprise and activity of our 
business men. The tax on inherit- 
ance ought, no doubt, to be recon- 
sidered in ;ts relation to the fiscal 
systems of the several States, but it 
certainly ought to remain a perma- 
nent part of the fiscal system of the 
Federal Government, also.
